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F lying Saucers and Negative Matter

Many objects ranging from vaned helicopters and “ballons 
sonde”’ to reflected automobile headlights have been identified as 
flying saucers, without any positive confirmation being forth- 
coming. However, it now seems that one of this series, the green 
fire balls recently observed in areas near to the atomic proving 
grounds in the United States, can now be struck out of the list. 

The evidence to hand indicates that these fire balls have been 
reported mainly near the scene of atomic explosions, usually 
during or after severe atmospheric disturbances, and, in the case 
of fire balls coloured green, not too far from supplies of raw 
copper. Their tendency to hover gracefully, to manifest them- 
selves in small groups, not exceeding five, and to be irrational in 
their behaviour has given rise to the assumption that they are 
visitors from other planets. While this possibility may or may 
not exist in the case of the other manifestations of flying saucers, 
it would appear that it can be definitely ruled out in the case of 
fire balls, whether green or otherwise. 

The first clue came before the mystery of the flying saucers 
had evolved to its present pitch. In December, 1949, a well- 
known French biologist, Bernard Duranton, published in the 
French technical press details of an investigation which he had 
been conducting into the properties of solutions diluted to the 
twelth degree and further, such as are used in homocepathy, 
the preparation of cosmetics, etc. 

His report disclosed that such solutions acquired a property 
to which he gave the name of “qualitatism,” which was of the 
opposite polarity to that of the substance from which the dilution 
had first been prepared. This negative quality could be trans- 
mitted without great difficulty, and its existence explained away 
many difficulties which have beset users of these remedies. The 
report will shortly be published in brochure form. 

Simultaneously with these investigators and, working on the 
basis that nature tends to use the same designs and patterns, 
whether on the largest or the smallest scales, Duranton had de- 
cided to check up whether his conclusions could in any way be 
applied towards the solution of certain unusual features in our 
portion of the Cosmos, the Solar System, in particular that of 
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the retrograde movement of certain of the outer planets. 

His report “Champ de Masse et Matiere Negative” (Field 
of Mass and Negative Matter) was actually published in Feb- 
ruary of 1949, and has since been translated for publication. 
Among others it established that bodies such as Uranus and 
Neptune rotating in the opposite direction to that of the Earth 
probably have a cohesion of mass, or gravity, which is negative. 

He also considered that the gravitational force (whether 
positive or negative) diminishes with the distance of a planet from 
the Sun, which would explain not only the great size but also 
the low density of the outer planets. This diminished cohesion 
might allow, for axemple, of the existence of gaseous iron at a 
temperature as low as 200 C. 

All these considerations, however, will be theoretical until 
some pilot of a space ship has managed to approach sufficiently 
near to investigate. It is unlikely that any especial ill effects will 
arise from the existence of negative gravity, apart from a lack of 
cohesion, such as is encountered when the similar poles of two 
bar magnets are approached to each other. 

The next step was the production of negative mass in the 
laboratory, but so far this has not proved possible owing to the 
great power required. However, it has been established that if 
heavy matter can be volatised instantaneously, it may under cer- 
tain circumstances, recombine on the negative side of the scale. 
This secondary stage will be but short lived, but will have in- 
teresting characteristics, similar to those of fire balls. 

In general fire balls only occur with great rarity, usually 
after severe thunder-storms, and in regions where no competent 
observer is present. However, the interest in flying saucers direc- 
ted attention to crops of reports as to fire balls, usually green, 
seen in groups of up to five, and displaying irrational behaviour. 

However, the circumstances under which they have been 
seen are such as to disprove any connection with flying saucers. 
It is obvious that atomic explosions, whether in air, land or sea, 
must build up enormous electric charges which are usually 
dissipated by heavy thunder-storms. The flashes of lightning 
during these storms are much larger than those usually encoun- 
tered, and the presence in the vicinity of any deposits of the 
heavier metals, such as copper, would allow of small quantities 
being turned into gas by the force of the strike. 
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While the writer has never visited the main area where these 
occurrences are reported, it is felt that these circumstances pro- 
bably obtain, while the green colour is certainly indicative of 
copper. The presence of up to five of these fire balls at once 
would show that the gasification is intermittent, and that only a 
certain quantity of metal can be affected at any one time. The 
behaviour of these fire balls is exactly what one would expect from 
negative matter in the volatile state, their restless instability is 
part and parcel of the lack of cohesion. The fire balls either 
explode or gradually vanish, possibly in relation to local conditions. 


Duranton quotes from a work on Chinese Magic: 

“If a body passes from the liquid to the gaseous state, it is 
owing to an influx of positive energy which penetrates it and which 
compensates exactly for the loss of negative energy.” 

“The Supreme Being is revealed by two constant forces. One 
is positive and is manifested in all which strikes, heats, fertilises 
or shines. This is the DUONG. The other is negative, it 
receives and submits. This is the AM.” 

“The quantity of positive energy in the universe is balanced by 
an equal quantity of negative energy. It suffices to throw a stone 
to see that a passive influence opposes the active force casting the 
missile.” 

The uses for any form of negative metal, provided that it 
could be produced commercially, are many. For example, cooking 
utensils made of it would never allow the food to stick, as owing to 
the lack of cohesion, there would always be a minute layer of 
air between the metal and the substance being cooked. The 
same would apply to a host of substances used in industry where 
the problem of waste involved in cleaning mixers and other equip- 
ment is not only a serious waste of time but also of valuable 
material. 


In conclusion there is one other aspect of negative matter 
which has not received the attention which it deserves. That is 
the change in the physical characteristics of matter subjected to 
low temperatures, from —274 C downwards. Here all normal 
standards fall by the board, and it seems that matter may, at 
— 275 C, reach a point where it is neither negative nor positive, 
and that application of a suitable electric field might be adequate 
to change its nature before it returns to normal temperature.

Tue SITING OF SURVIVAL ESTABLISHMENTS. 


I have shown that no single series of sites for Survival Es- 
tablishments will be suitable for all the phases of the Moon’s 
approach, disintegration and aftermath periods. I shall now 
consider in more detail the requirements necessary for the sites. 
(a) Pre-Stationary Period. 

Although no Establishments will be necessary the sites must 
be progressed whenever the Tide Hills allow. The priority for 
these must be (1) Post-Cataclysmic Establishments at high lati- 
tudes, which must be completed before they are covered by the 
Polar Ice Caps; (2) Experimental Establishments for use during 
the Stationary and Immediate Post-Stationary Phases, which 
must be completed before the end of this period; (3) Disinte- 
gration Period and Post Cataclysmic Survival Establishments. 


(5) Stationary and Immediate Post-Stationary Periods. 

Experimental Establishments should be set up at varying 
distances from the Main and Temporary Anchorages in order to 
obtain experience and data for the siting and construction of the 
Survival Establishments. Some of these should be sited so that 
they can be tested to destruction and others made to simulate 
Survival and other Establishments for the Disintegration and 
Aftermath Periods. Of the latter some may be found suitable for 
conversion to full scale Survival Establishments. 


For those not scheduled for destruction the area North and 
North West of the Himalayas should be suitable, as this will 
probably be the nearest inhabitable region to the Main Anchorage 
and will be clear of the Tide Hill and any intensive mountain 
deformation processes, although care must be taken to avoid the 
line of the breakaway rift. Sites suitable for the Temporary Halts 
have been mentioned previously and are not so important. 


For those simulating Post-Cataclysmic Establishments, which 
will have to withstand long periods of submersion, the area covered 
by “Gondwanaland” and the “Pacific Continent” might be suit- 
able and, of course, examination of these sites will only be possible 
afterwards when the Tide Hill has moved on and exposed them. 
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(c) Tide Hill II Period. 

Survival Establishments must be completed, incorporating 
all the lessons learnt during Period (b). Priority should be given 
to those which will be submerged by the Girdle Tide. 

(d) Disintegration Period. 

The areas and sites will be restricted in number by the 
following considerations: 

(i) ‘The water from the Moon’s glaciosphere, even if the 
majority never reaches the earth or is subsequently dissipated, 
will greatly increase the volume of the oceans when the Girdle 
Tide is released. I estimate that all land less than 10,000 feet 
above the present sea-level will be submerged at 30 degrees to 40 
degrees of latitude, where, owing to the extent of the Girdle Tide 
and the Polar Ice Caps, most of the Disintegration Period Survival 
Establishments will be situated. Therefore the site must be well 
over 10,000 feet above sea-level. 

(ii) ‘There is sufficient surface material on the Moon to cover 
the Earth to a depth of many miles and, although most of this will 
fall in the tropics, the Establishment must be placed well above 
the surrounding terrain. 

(iii) The sites must be in areas likely to be as free as possible 
from earthquakes and volcanic eruptions, i.e. in areas of early and 
stable rock foundations. : 

(iv) Most of the large debris from the Moon’s Surface and 
Core will fall in the tropics, especially in the region of the Core 
Bollard, but some will undoubtedly fall in the vicinity of the 
Survival Establishments. Like the wind and hail it will be travel- 
ling in an Easterly direction as it hits the Earth and Establishments 
must be built therefore in the East side of a mountain of sufficient 
strength and thickness to reduce the likelihood of penetration. 

(v) The release of the Girdle Tide may produce enormous 
ring waves rushing from the Equator to the poles and back. Some 
form of breakwater will therefore be necessary and the Establish- 
ments should be sited between high mountain ranges and, as the 
waves travelling from the Equator will have greater force, the 
entrance should be facing away from this direction. 

Summarising, it will be seen that an ideal site for a Disinte- 
gration Period Survival Establishment must be between 30 and 
40 degrees of latitude in an area not prone to earthquakes and 
volcanic eruptions. It must be built in the east side of a mountain 
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at a height of well over 10,000 feet above the present sea-level. 
It must be well above the surrounding terrain and lie between 
two ranges of very high mountains. The mountain in which it is 
built must be very thick and strong and its entrance should face 
between East and North East (South East in the Southern Hemis- 
phere) with protection from the North and South. 

The only areas where sites fulfilling these conditions are 
likely to be found are in Thibet, North and West of the Hima- 
layas, and possibly in the Rockies and Southern Andes. I doubt 
if there is anywhere in Europe, Africa or, indeed elsewhere in 
the Southern Hemisphere, where a suitable site could be found. 
(e) Aftermath Period. 

The sites suitable for (d) will for the most part be quite 
unsuitable for Post-Cataclysmic Establishments, as they will lie 
in the area of greatest disturbance during this period. 

There is more likely to be dry land remaining in the tropics 
than in high latitudes, owing to the redistribution of water on 
the Earth, but the tropics will be very disturbed for a long time 
as most of the Moon’s debris will have fallen within their boun- 
daries. This debris ,jhowever, will fall mainly in the hemisphere 
containing the Core Bollard, which will now be somewhere about 
the longitude of Australia, leaving the longitudes containing 
Africa and South America comparatively calm. 

To allow for the (possibly temporary) increase in the total 
volume of water on the Earth the first choice of sites should be 
on high land, e.g. in the African Alps or the Andes, but these will 
become very inaccessible if the sea-level in these latitudes falls 
to anything approximating the present height. Therefore sites 
near the present sea-level or even below that level, e.g. ““Gond- 
wanaland,” should also be used. 

The hemisphere containing the Core Bollard should not be 
omitted completely as there may be “backwaters” in this area 
unaffected by the general disturbances. 

The particular site requirements will be in general similar 
to those for Distinegration Period Survival Establishments, except 
that they will be underwater for a very long time and will probably 
be covered in a deep layer of mud when required for use. 

In’ high latitudes all Establishments must be built on high 
land (not less than 5,000 feet above present sea-level?) as all low 
lying areas will be below sea-level. It is unlikely that these Estab- 
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lishments will be available immediately after the Disintegration 
Period as practically all land above water will be under a deep 
layer of ice. Some, however, may be uncovered before the main 
part of the Ice Caps have melted owing to Polar Migrations. 
CONSTRUCTIONAL REQUIREMENTS. 

(a) Survival Establishments—General. 

The construction and materials used in Survival and other 
Establishments will need much consideration by people with 
better knowledge and brains than I possess, but some of the re- 
quirements are obvious and are enumerated below. 

(i) Ability to withstand severe earthquakes without undue 
damage to its outside shell or internal fittings. 

(ii) Ability to withstand tremendous crushing stresses, 
caused by partial destruction of its mountain shell or submersion 
in water or mud. 

(iii) Complete watertightness and airtightness. 

(iv) Flexibility of outer shell so that it will not be breached 
when considerably distorted and an outer shell or coating able 
to withstand the corrosive and erosive phenomena without. 

(v) It must be entirely self contained in every way so that 
it can continue to function for a long period without any com- 
munication with the outside world. Thus it must have large and 
efficient Air and Water Production and Purification Plants, owing 
to the contamination and_ possible failure of outside sources of 
supply, efficient Air Conditioning and Refrigeration Plant to 
maintain an equable temperature within when the atmosphere 
has been superheated by the Disintegration phenomena. 

It must have sufficient stores and provisions or potential 
provisions to support its inhabitants during the whole of the 
Disintegration Period. It must also have sufficient raw materials 
seeds, livestock and plant to initiate a build-up of civilization 
during the Aftermath Period and maintain this until extra stores 
can be located and brought into use from other Establishments or 
the external world. 

(vi) It must be very large, owing to the requirements of (v) 
above and it must be efficiently subdivided so that it will not be 
put out of action by partial damage. The store rooms, including 
those for fuel, provisions, spaces for soil-less agriculture, etc., not 
to mention the plant and raw material required for post-cataclys- 
mic life, will take up some go per cent. of the space. 
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(iv) Stores Establishments. 
These will probably be similar in construction to (iii) above, 
except that accommodation need not be provided on the same 
scale unless they are liable to be used as overflow or emergency 
Establishments. 

They will, for the most part, remain unopened for a very long 
time and their principal requirement is to keep the stores sealed 
and in a usable state until they are needed for use. Not being 
manned, they may be difficult to find when required, owing to 
the terrific distortion of the Earth’s crust during and immediately 
after the Disintegration Period. Automatic Radio Homing Bea- 
cons, operating at set intervals over many years without attention, 
must be installed and these beacons may also be useful in indica- 
ting when a particular Establishment is clear of water (or mud) 
and available for use. 

I have referred to “Stores,” “Tools” and “Plant” without 
much detail, because they will be so numerous and varied, but 
they must obviously include all that is required to support a 
balanced community, which at first will have to be self supporting 
in every way. To render expansion possible, when the conditions 
on Earth have calmed down, replacement of raw materials will be 
essential and therefore the Tools and Plant must include the 
necessary gear for the mining of various ores and their subsequent 
processing on as large a scale as possible. 

The actual scale of stores in any one Establishment will 
obviously vary according to the locality, because, except from 
the point of view of Preservation by Dispersion, it would be foolish 
to have (say) a large quantity of mining gear in a district where 
no mining is likely. 

(ce) Arks. 

The size and construction of Arks will vary considerably 
according to local requirements. There will have to be large ones 
for highly populated areas and small ones for isolated communities. 

The construction of a “Cataclysm-proof Ark” is, I should 
imagine, impossible and many of the Arks inevitably will be 
destroyed; but for any chance of survival they must embody 
several basic principles, some of which are referred to below. 

(i) ‘The confused state of affairs at the onset of the Flood, 
the arrival and displacement of tremendous masses of water, 
whipped into enormous waves by the continuous gale from the 
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West, and the absence of any haven outside a survival Establish- 
ment will render any propelling or steering device, except a drogue, 
useless at first. Therefore propelling and steering gear must be 
capable of retraction and sealing within the hull. 

(ii) At first the Ark will be carried on like a wisp of straw 
and may well be hurled against mountain peaks still above water 
or against other flotsam. Head on collision will probably be fatal, 
strong construction might minimise damage from glancing blows. 

The strongest type of vessel now built is a submarine, which 
has a “Pressure Hull” of circular cross-section capable of with- 
standing large external pressure. An Ark must have this cross- 
section and must have several “Lines of defence” in the form of 
concentrically disposed pressure hulls. Another advantage of a 
submarine is that it can maintain itself under the surface of the 
water. After the initial surge, the bulk transference of water 
over the Earth may be small and comparatively local and, if this 
is the case, the Ark could be deliberately submerged until surface 
conditions are more tranquil. (Within a wave the water does not 
move appreciably forward, except when it breaks, its movement 
being roughly elliptical, and, given sufficient depth, the water near 
the sea bottom may be comparatively calm. The reason why 
submarines do not normally dive during a storm is that their 
period of submersion is limited and much damage to external 
structures may occur when surfaceing owing to the vessel’s low 
stability when “‘awash.’’) 

(iii) As in Survival Establishments, Arks must be entirely 
self supporting with air generating, purification and conditioning 
plant capable of operating continuously over a long period. Stores, 
plant and amenities are of equal importance. 

It would seem, therefore, that the smallest Ark must be in 
fact a very large vessel. 

(iv) It cannot be foreseen where an Ark will come to rest 
and it may be far from any Establishment or other community. 
Essential stores for the build-up of a small Post-Cataclysmic 
Community must therefore be carried and, although these cannot 
be on the same scale as in a proper Survival Establishment, without 
them the crew will only survive the cataclysm to perish later of 
starvation or exposure. 

(vii) It must have ready means of communication with the 
outside world, in order that its inhabitants can keep themselves 
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informed of external events and to provide a ready means of 
escape should this become necessary. These should include 
retractable or telescopic tubes in case the Establishment is sub- 
merged beneath water or mud. 

Radio and other Telecommunication Equipment for main- 
taining contact with other Establishments is imperative. 

(viii) It must be provided with sufficient Air, Water and 
Amphibious Transport for use after the Disintegration Period 
or for the transfer of its inhabitants and equipment, should this 
become ne , 

There will be innumerable other requirements and the whole 
design would offer a fascinating exercise for a team of imaginative 
architects, engineers and statisticians. In due course all the 
details will have to be worked out in earnest, with the complete 
destruction of mankind as the price of failure. 

(6) Survival Establishments—Comparative. 

(i) Stationary Period Experimental Establishments. 

These will not have to be stored up to the same extent as the 
later Establishments and need not be so large. As some of the 
sites, however, may be suitable for permanent Establishments, 
there must be sufficient space to allow for expansion. Being ex- 
perimental the methods of construction and materials used will 
vary largely in different Establishments and one of the particular 
aims should be to see whether materials available locally are 
suitable. 

(ii) Disintegration Establishments. 

These will be the most highly stressed, but their period of 
use may not be comparatively very long. 

It must be borne in mind that the amenities for maintaining 
morale will be as important as the bare necessities of life. 

(iii) Post-Cataclysmic Establishments. 

The external strength of these is the most important factor, 
but the efficient preservation of stores and plant therein is of 
almost equal importance, as it may be many hundreds—or even 
thousands—of years before some of them will be brought into use. 


The air conditioning and water purification plants will be of 


less importance than in (ii), but they must not be omitted as it 
cannot be foreseen what local conditions may be. 

The principal use of these Establishments will be to provide 
bases for the start of a new civilization and therefore as much 
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plant, provisions and raw material as possible must be stowed in 
or near them. It was the lack of tools and permanent records, as 
much as anything else, that caused the complete lapse into bar- 
barism after previous cataclysms. 

Libraries on microfilm in hermitically sealed containers must 
be distributed throughout all Establishments, Stores, Arks, etc., 
in order to ensure a continuation of knowledge. 

Fuel is of paramount importance, but its stowage should not 
create such a problem as that of many other commodities, because 
the control of nuclear power will by then be greatly advanced. 

(v) All Arks must have efficient means of Telecommunication 
and — means of estimating their position in a completely altered 
world. 

(vi) Although Arks might come to rest within a few miles of 
each other or near another community, this would be of little value 
unless they carry some form of transport. For some time all except 
very local land transport will probably be useless owing to the mud 
and general destruction on the Earth and this transport will have 
to be in the form of boats and amphibious aircraft. 


CONCLUSION. 


From the foregoing notes, which only touch the fringes of the 
necessary requirements and have omitted any discussion of other 
factors than the physical, such as the Biological Effect of the 
Moon’s countergravitation during the latter stages of its approach 
and the Human Factor, the most uncertain of all, it will be seen 
how lucky are the present generation and many future genera- 
tions of mankind to be alive when the Moon appears as a benefi- 
cent luminary and not as the destructive force she really is. 

Although intense research into the details of the events during 
the time of Catastrophe may be carried out and much hard work 
over many generations may be put into the building of Survival 
Establishments, Arks, etc., a chance deflection of a piece of the 
Moon’s Core or a sudden shift of the Earth’s axis, which is 
slightly greater or less than that calculated can possibly render 
all these preparations nugatory and the efforts to avoid the com- 
plete destruction of man would fail. 

This goes to emphasise the importance of solving the prob- 
lem of Interplanetary Travel and of evolving some means of des- 
troying or deflecting the Moon before she destroys the Earth. 
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Welikovsky and his Oheory

The book by Dr. Immanuel Velikovsky, “Worlds in Colli- 
sion,” published recently by Macmillan’s of New York, has 
aroused great interest not only in Great Britain and the United 
States, but also in Germany. The author proceeds on the assump- 
tion that within the period of recorded history Venus was not a 
planet but a huge comet thrown off by Jupiter, and that before 
settling into its orbit, it approached critically near to our own 
planet, namely in 1495 B.C. and again 52 years later. ‘The course 
of Mars was likewise seriously affected, and this planet also ap- 
proached close to the Earth in approximately 700 B.C. 

According to Velikovsky, the dangerous proximity of Venus 
occasioned tremendous catastrophes. In addition to the terrifying 
darkness, vast cosmic disturbances and terrestrial precipitations, 
a great hail of stones rained down from the tail of the comet, 
there were floods which encompassed the earth, scorching heat, 
a rain of fire, pestilence of all kinds, and even a sudden, definite 
change in direction of the Earth’s rotation. On these grounds, 
and supported by a wealth of mythological material, the author 
claims to be able to prove the miracle stories recorded in the Old 
Testament concerning the flight of the Hebrews out of Egypt, 
and concerning the time of Joshua. Upon anyone not familiar 
with the facts, this book must make a notable impression, and 
the firm believer in ecclesiastical teaching will perceive in it the 
scientific confirmation of dogmatic precepts. If subjected to 
critical examination, however, a number of basic errors are revealed 
which detract greatly from its worth. 

Velikovsky sets the date for the flight of the tribes from the 
land of Goshen—the later tribes of Ephraim and Judah—out of 
Egypt, as in the year 1495 B.C., thus, at about the same time as 
the banishment of the Hyksos, and the setting up of the New 
Kingdom. This chronology is clearly unsound, since the fight 
of the two Hebrew tribes occurred nearly 300 years later, namely 
shortly after the death of the great Pharaoh Rameses. The Holy 
Writ itself offers ample evidence to this effect. The records of the 
generations of Jacob, Moses and Joshua up to the reign of King 
David in about 1000 B.C. concur broadly in indicating that only 
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some 250 generations came between the time of David and the 
flight out of Egypt. Of course, and especially in the Near East, 
the span of a generation is not of the same length as the lifetime 
of a man, and must not be reckoned as 40, but as 30 years, and 
perhaps even less. In connection with the Biblical records, 
reference should also be made to the works of Dr. Jirku: “The 
Hebrew migrations in the 3rd and 2nd Millennia before Christ,” 
and of Prof. Bohl: “The Age of Abraham” (published by Hin- 
richs, Leipzig). These two authors produce some excellent 
sources of material based on the results of recent excavations and 
researches in Near East history, from which it is also evident that 
the settlement of the two Hebrew tribes in the land of Goshen in 
the Nile delta occurred about 1300 B.C., and that their flight 
under Moses could not have taken place until after the death of 
Rameses (1292-1225 B.C.). 

This historical evidence refutes Velikovsky’s chronology, and 
also his postulations concerning the Hebrew miracles of this era. 
This applies also to the miracle reports of the time of Joshua, 
since the entry of the Ephraimites into West Palestine did not 
occur until 1180-70 B.C., and not in 1440 B.C. 

It is not the fundamental accuracy of the purely historical 
records of the Old Testament which is called in question. The 
researches carried out during recent years have shown that the 
criticism of sources liberally expressed in the 19th century (to 
quote Kautzsch, Socin, Smend, Gunkel, Gressmann) went too 
far. There is, instead, good reason for maintaining that Jacob, 
Moses and Joshua (Nun) are authentic historical figures. Appar- 
ently, however, Velikovsky is not familiar with the mythological 
style of the ancient historians confirmed by Hugo Winkler, in 
accordance with which not only the personages, but also their 
deeds and the events in their time, were credited with the attri- 
butes of the era of great cosmic disturbances—such as fire and 
flood, world creation and destruction—in order to give greater 
emphasis to their significance in their time and afterwards. 
Owing to ignorance of this definite factor in the ancient repre- 
sentations, the great Sargon of Agade (2600 B.C.) and Moses 
(1225 B.C.) were declared to be mythological figures on the 
grounds that the stories of their birth, similar to those of other 
men of great antiquity, gave them the character of flood heroes 
and founders of a new era or a new world epoch. In place of the 
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ark (Genesis VI-VIII) was substituted the ark of the Temple in 
which the young world citizen was rescued from the waters. 
Lack of space unfortunately forbids a more detailed examination 
here of the mythological style employed in the Ephraimite-Judaic 
historical records, but the most astounding facts are disclosed 
when this early history is shorn of its mythological and tenden- 
cious coverings. Thus it becomes evident, for example, that 
Moses was not a descendant of Leah (later the house of Judah) 
but of Rachel (later the house of Ephraim). His father (or grand- 
father) was Joseph, whose wife was Asenath, daughter of the 
high priest Potipherah of On (Heliopolis). The present writer 
hopes to provide further material proof in his history of Ephraim 
and Judah. 

A most important place in the proofs advanced by Velikovsky 
is held by the miracle of Joshua. This, it will be remembered, 
was that at the command of Joshua the sun stood still for almost 
a day, which enabled him to destroy the Amorites (Joshua X, 
12-13). This brings us to the most important item, if we must 
confine ourselves to one example—the nerve centre of Velikovsky’s 
book, for he contends no more and no less than that the close 
passage of the comet Venus halted the rotation of the earth so 
suddenly and so powerfully that it stayed still for almost a whole 
day and thus the sun remained in one spot in the heavens 
above Palestine during that period. 

Any point on the equator travels at the rate of 400 metres per 
second; the speed for Palestine is not much smaller. Had the 
rotation of the Earth ceased suddenly, catastrophes would have 
ensued which scarcely a single human being could have survived. 
In the tropics and temperate latitudes, the oceans would have 
left their beds and swept with lightning rapidity more terrible 
than any great flood over all the land, and together with earth- 
quakes no less vast every living thing would have been destroyed. 
Yet, after the passing of the comet Venus, the Earth is supposed 
to have started revolving in the opposite direction. 

While this in itself is completely absurd, the author also fails 
to answer the question of what force set the earth rotating the 
other way. Moreover, it must be asked, was this a gradual process 
or did it happen suddenly? In either case, cosmic forces of 
unbelievable magnitude would be necessary to set the Earth from 
a standstill into motion in the opposite direction. And yet again, 
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would a comet such as Venus, which is almost the same size as 
the Earth, when passing so critically close, not have torn our 
planet out of its orbit, and how would it have been possible for 
such a comet to settle in its own regular planetary orbit in the 
space of a few years or a few centuries? 

The observations of Venus as a planet go back to the remotest 
antiquity. Venus calendars, based upon the planet and not the 
comet Venus, were known to the Babylonians, Egyptians and 
Mayas. They were in use long before 1000 B.C. The cosmic basis 
of Velikovsky’s theory, therefore, is quite impossible according 
to the laws of celestial mechanics, and furthermore, it is contra- 
dicted by ancient historical records when these are divested of 
their mythological coverings. The author doubts this, because 
in his opinion some of the great events have been forgotten by 
subsequent generations. This may well be true of certain races 
and of certain less important occurrences, yet in every other case 
it is in the very remotest antiquity that the knowledge of still 
earlier times was retained in the stories of great cosmic changes 
and events, and was handed down with an exactitude that is 
almost beyond our comprehension. Great catastrophes such as 
those suggested by Velikovsky could not have been forgotten by 
mankind, and finally, the events described by him are to be seen 
in the full light of history. Ample records of the time around 
1500 B.C. exist in the annals of the Near East, and not one single 
report mentions such truly cataclysmic events as Velikovsky 
claims for this period. Consequently it is impossible to speak of 
the passing of Venus as a comet during the period of recorded 
history (from approximately 4000/3000 B.C.). 

Velikovsky’s source material, however, is of great value, and 
would divulge its secrets if we remember the mythological style 
of writing of the ancient historians already mentioned. The 
mythological interpolation of historical personages and events— 
and this is the very core of the whole problem—derives its 
material from much earlier times, the epochs of greatest antiquity 
in which the terrestrial cosmic events actually happened, and 
when the phenomena and changes took place which Velikovsky 
wishes to attribute to the deeds of Joshua in the “miracles” at 
the flight of the tribes from Goshen out of the land of Egypt. 
This was a matter—and there are good grounds for such an 
assertion—not of the approach of a supposed comet Venus in 
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1500 and 1440 B.C., but of the effect of a previous moon. Its 
disintegration, but above all its recurring and multi-phase rhythm 
during the period of its anchorage over Abyssinia occasioned just 
such catastrophes, developments and manifestations as are claimed 
by Velikovsky for his “Comet Venus.” The capture of our 
present Luna must also be taken into account. The most impor- 
tant factor, however, lies in the changes of structure and emana- 
tion, in the movement forms and in the terrific effect of the forces 
exerted by the arrested satellite, that is, in the period when the 
previous moon had approached so close to the earth that it had 
caught up with the earth’s rotation and, becoming captured by 
the tremendous electro-magnetic force, had remained stationary 
for a long time over the highlands of Habesh. The rhythmic 
phases of the previous moon which were manifested during this 
period serve to explain the riddle of the sun standing still in the 
heavens, and similarly the story of the prolonged night of the 
Indians, for at that time sudden movements of the continents 
towards the West also took place, Furthermore, the anchoring 
of the moon, the lunar disintegration and the moonless period 
likewise provide the solution to the “puzzle” of the “new” planet 
Venus, since mankind has sought to find a significance in the great 
world events for which the most interesting material is provided 
by the truth and error in religious history, mythology, and the cos- 
mic concepts of the ancients. In connection with the overwhelming 
number of new problems that arise, above all that of the most 
important, recurring major rhythm of the satellite arrested over 
Abyssinia, a reference may be permitted here to the points raised 
by the present writer concerning the creative forces of the earth’s 
satellites in the November, 1951, issue of “ATLANTIS.” Here 
Velikovsky’s source material will also be of great value, but on 
the grounds of chronology, of reports handed down to posterity, 
of the ancient historians’ mythological style and of historical 
records of antiquity, as well as in accordance with the laws of 
celestial mechanics, his most carefully built-up and certainly very 
interesting theory cannot be upheld. 
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H Note on Chronology 
by ALL. 
A NoTE ON CHRONOLOGY. 


From the fact that the Calendar is symmetrical on either side 
of the equinoxes and assymmetrical on either side of the solstices 
it follows that the equinoctial at the time of the Calendar must 
have either coincided with or been very close to the major axis of 
the Earth’s orbit, or apse line. The question arises did the Sun 
in perigee coincide with the vernal or with the autumnal equinox? 

In the interpretation of the Calendar it has been assumed 
that the rst Twelfth marked the vernal (autumnal in S. Lat.) 
equinox. Since there is little doubt that the upper Twelfths are 
in the aphelion half of the year then the Sun in perigee coincided 
with the Autumnal equinox (N) (vernal in S. Lat.). 

At the present time the Sun in perigee coincides, within nine 
degrees, with the Winter solstice (N). 

The apse line has a progressive motion in the ecliptic of 
11.25 inches per annum. The precession of the equinoxes is at 
the rate of 50.22 inches per annum. The two lines therefore 
converge at the rate of 61.42 inches per annum, so that a complete 
eycle of the apse line in relation to the equinoctial takes 21,100 
years. 

As the Earth is in perihelion on December 31st and the 
autumnal equinox (N) is on September 22nd, the Sun in perigee 
is some 99 degrees distant from the Earth at the autumnal equinox 
(N). It follows that the apse line and the equinoctial coincided 
some 5,800 years ago when the Sun in perigee coincided with the 
autumnal equinox (N), which agrees with the positions accorded 
to the equinoxes in the interpretation of the Calendar. 

At the present time the Sun in perigee is distant from the 
vernal (N) equinox by 279 degrees representing some 16,350 
years of the apse line cycle. The Sun in perigee therefore coincided 
with the vernal equinox (N) in B.C. 14,400. This date represents 
some 200 degrees of precession so that the pole would be only 
20 degrees from the diametrically opposite point of the heavens 
compared with the present era. The seasons would be reversed 
and the attribution of the autumnal equinox (S) to the rst Twelfth 
would stand. 
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The Calendar thus bears within itself evidence that it may 
date from c. B.C. 3850 or B.C. 14,400, but if, as is probably the 
case, neither of these dates is acceptable to the basis of interpre- 
tation then the Calendar must belong to similar dates of an earlier 
cycle. On that matter the Calendar can have nothing to say; any 
evidence therefore must come from other sources. 

THE WINGED FIGURES. 

A solution has been reached which reasonably explains the 
symbols, and the groupings of those symbols, but is too long and 
involved to give here. It may be said, however, that the Winged 
Figures form a most ingenious method of giving a representation 
of the eclipses both solar and lunar; and, by means of two 
readings of the symbols, of the eclipses both above and below 
the horizon. This solution does not, however, preclude the possi- 
bility that the Figures and their symbols may have some relation 
also to the hours, particularly as a strong indication of a day of 
30 T/hours has been discovered. (See Satellitic Steps, below.) 
THE SATELLITICc STEPs. 

In ATLANTIS, May 1952, an indication was given of the 208 
steps on the meander being related to a lunation of 19.5 T/hours. 
Further inquiry shows this to be probably an error, due to associa- 
ting the 208 steps with 448 lunations. The true length of a lunation 
is more likely to be indicated as follows: 

Number of symbols on Calendar (excluding Winged Figures) 
is 449, counting the plumes and toxodons of the trumpeters’ 
headresses separately. 

208 steps x 42 


(condors on meander) = 8736 T/hours 
= 291.2 days 
= I lunar year 
449 lunations = 8736 T/hours 
1 lunation =  19.45637 T/hours 
37 lunations = 719.89309 T/hours 
Discrepancy = -10691 T/hours in 24 days. 


The discrepancy may be adjusted by dropping days as 
necessary, hence it is probable that the flying fishes do not 
symbolise the “flying on” of the extra days which are an integral 
part of the year, but, instead, the “flying off” of days already on 
the Calendar. 




















Miscellanea 
Many Columned Iram 


by EGERTON SyYKES 

The story of Shaddad the son of Ad, builder of Iram, the 
wonder city of the desert, with its palaces built of alternating 
rows of gold and silver bricks, with walls set with pearls, rubies, 
emeralds and other precious stones, and with gold and silver trees 
in the gardens, while others bore delicious fruits, has been a part 
of the background of Arabian myth and legend. 

The city is mentioned twice by name in the Koran’, while 
Mohammed’s fulminations against the unfortunate Adites occur 
in four other Suras*. The name Iram occurs twice in the Old 
Testament’, in both cases as an Edomite title. The tale of a 
wanderer who discovered the abandoned city is told in the Arabian 
Nights‘, and is referred to by Beidawi’ and Mas’udi‘, the latter 
giving a reference to a still earlier source, the History of Obeid 
Ben Scheiyeh. 

The building of this fantastic city, nine square miles in area, 
with walls 50 cubits high and twenty broad, with 30,000 houses 
and four gateways, belongs to strata of story far, far removed from 
the erotic fantasies of Islamic literature. The placing of its site 
in the Arabian desert may have been due to the natural desire of 
the Arabs to fit everything within the framework of their own 
area, or it may even have actually been located there. 

What seems reasonably certain is that the story of the des- 
truction of the Adites by fire and lightning and later by flood, 
takes the whole episode into the normal category of disaster myths 
associated with the loss of Atlantis. Perhaps some day an explorer 
will turn over the ruins of Irem Zat el’Emad and we shall have 
the possibility of checking up as to dates. 

As mentioned in a previous article Iram’ seems to be a 
different place to the City of Brass. Mr. D. K. Bentham has 
drawn attention to a tradition noted by El Tabaree and noted by 
Lane’ to the effect that it was situated in the desert beyond El 
Andalus, or Andalucia, a name which the Arabs gave to the whole 
of Spain. As the only deserts lay to the South, the site must have 
been located in North West Africa. 

The Koran’ mentions the fountain of brass which the jinn 
made for Solomon, which operated every ten days and produced 
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a variety of objects, including two pairs of lions and eagles respec- 
tively for the throne, the first named retracting their paws and the 
second spreading their wings when the king sat down”. These 
mechanical contrivances abound in the legends of the Arabs, and 
it would seem that the brass foundries of the Rio Tinto must have 
had the services of many skilled artificers, possibly obtained from 
Atlantis.

Gwe Earley Heoerbiger Books 


Paul Hoffman writing from Bikerod, Denmark, draws atten- 
tion to the existence of an early Hoerbiger novel, by Otto Willy 
Gail, called “Hans Hardts Mondfarht” (Hans Hardt’s Moon 
Journey), published in Germany in 1929, the date of the preface 
which is written from Tegernsee. Unfortunately Mr. Hoffman 
has no copy of the German text, but only a Danish translation 
published the same year. He observes, however, that the plot 
has marked resemblance to that of the film “‘Destination Moon,” 
except that the film makes no mention of Hoerbiger. 

Arthur Louis Joquel II, from Los Angeles points out that 
there was an early description of the Hoerbiger Theory in English 
called ““The Cosmic Cycle” by Max Waldemar Kurniker, pub- 
lished at Philadelphia in 1934. 

It would seem that this work, a courageous effort, made but 
little impression, as Harper and Brothers who published an Ameri- 
can edition of Moons, Myths and Man, about 1938, reported 
having pulped all their remaining stocks on the outbreak of war. 
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Dastor Spanuth and Atlantis 


Pastor Jurgen Spanuth of West Bordelum ub Bredstedt, has 
maintained for several years that the Atlantis of Plato was to be 
found, not in the Atlantic, but in the North Sea. From corres- 
pondence exchanged with him in 1949, it would appear that he 
dates the submersion to the end of the second millenium BC, at 
the close of the Bronze age. 

Unfortunately, the Pastor was unwilling to give further de- 
tails as he was sure that large quantities of gold and valuables 
would reward the explorers, for which reason the strictest secrecy 
was necessary. At the time it was not possible to proceed further 
on this basis, and the matter was dropped. 

Recent despatches from Hamburg indicate that the site which 
was selected was five miles south of Heligoland, where remains of 
walls enclosing what had evidently been a city were found. This 
is exactly what was to have been expected, but it cannot have had 
any direct relationship with Atlantis. 

The assumption that Atlantis was in this area was put forth 


‘by Rudbeck’', and also by de Grave’. It is felt that a certain amount 


misconception may have been due to the Frisian legends, such 
the Oera Linde Boek’. 

However a careful examination of the sources relating to the 
North Sea area has convinced the writer that they deal mainly 
with the period preceding its flooding when the Dogger Bank was 
fen country and one could go from Cork to Paris on dry land. 
The inundation happened with the melting of the post Atlantean 
ice layer over Europe, and may have occurred any time between 
BC 5000 and BC 2500, the earlier date being the more probable. 

There is no doubt that the whole way from Hamburg to 
Ushant, and from Aberdeen to Land’s End, there are to be found 
traces of submerged cities, the stories of Ys and Lyonesse are but 
two of the many legends relating to them. Pastor Spanuth should 
be congratulated on his energy and perseverance in finding one, 
but it is not the capital of Atlantis which he has found, but a 
portion of the post Atlantean culture of Europe.

Heresy 
Dear Sir, 


It appears that the Research Centre Group, one of whose 
objects is the advancement of the Hoerbiger Theory, has two 
snakes in its bosom, two heretics! I refer to Messrs. Robert C. 
Bradley and A. W. P. Tulip, whose articles at first sight appear 
to be a direct challenge to the whole of the Hoerbiger Philosophy. 

On re-reading Mr. Bradley’s article, “Atlantis and the Earth 
Shaker,” I see that it does not really refute Hoerbiger and refers 
to the underlying cause of only one of the Earth’s cataclysms, 
whether that which caused the loss of Atlantis or a much earlier 
one being immaterial. 

One of the weaker points of the Hoerbiger Theory, apart 
from his views on the origin and final dissolution of the Earth 
which must be modified in view of later discoveries, is the in- 
ference that interstellar matter is the sole cause of planetary in- 
volution and change. This force alone, which has only produced 
an accelaration of about a quarter of an hour to its time of revolu- 
tion in 2450 years, appears to me to be too slow and a theory 
which will account for an occasional additional “boost” to the 
involution rate is therefore all to the good. 

If we eliminate his assumption that there were few if any 
satellites before Neptune’s transference to outer darkness, Mr. 
Bradley’s theory would seem to be compatible with Hoerbiger. 
While I doubt if the movement of this comparatively distant 
planet to an even greater distance would directly cause a cataclysm 
on the Earth, it would undoubtedly leave the planets of the Solar 
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System seriously off balance and during their redistribution before 
balance was regained one or more might well come within the 
gravitational influence of the larger planets and be captured as 
satellites and thus hasten the normal involution process put 
forward by Hoerbiger. Again, if Neptune was displaced, is there 
any reason why other planets may not have been displaced like- 
wise and thus account for the numerous satellites owned by the 
Earth? 

Further investigations on these lines might prove interesting 
and profitable. 

Mr. Tulip’s article, ““New Light on the Atlantis Problem,” 
is, however, rank heresy and I feel that all supporters of Hoerbiger 
should rally round and stamp it out! 

Some of his assumptions are obviously correct and others 
would be correct if the Earth had not ever possessed a Moon, 
but his conclusions expose his weakness as an opponent to 
Hoerbiger. There is space here to mention only a few, but his 
theory envisages no increase in rotational speed as is the case 
since Tiahuanaco was built; it necessitates a lower sea level near 
the equator when the Earth is revolving more slowly, whereas it 
was in fact some 13000 feet higher at that time; “Continental 
Uplift” occurs so slowly that it could never account for world-wide 
simultaneous disturbances; the assumption that, because most 
mountain ranges run North and South (which is by no means 
correct), the positions of the poles must always have been where 
they are is manifestly incorrect and is disproved by the evidence 
of tropical conditions in the Arctic, Tiahuanaco’s 6 degrees move 
North since it was built and so forth. 

Apart from this many points accounted for logically by 
Hoerbiger are outside the possible scope of this heresy, but space 
precludes their enumeration here.
